“If  I  forget  thee,  O  Jerusalem,  let  my  right  hand  wither.  Let 
my  tongue  stick  to  my  palate  if  I  cease  to  think  of  you,  if  I  do 

not  keep  Jerusalem  above  my  highest  joy.”  — (Psalm  137:5-6) 


The  sentiment  embedded 

in  the  above  verse  is 
present  at  the  conclu¬ 
sion  of  every  Jewish 
wedding  as  the  glass  is 
broken.  At  the  moment 
of  greatest  joy  for  a 
bride  and  groom,  we 
pause  to  consider  the 

fragile  condition  of  Jerusalem.  While  we  should 
always  savor  the  blessings  and  achievements  in 
our  midst,  ours  is  a  tradition  that  insists  that  to  do  so,  we  expand 
our  circle  of  concern  to  include  the  entire  community  of  Israel. 

As  I  write  this  article,  the  words  of  the  Psalmist  bear  a 
particular  resonance.  There  is  so  much  for  which  to  be  grateful 
here:  an  upcoming  gala  dinner  honoring  Amy  Bressman,  plenti¬ 
ful  learning  opportunities,  Shabbat  services,  Purim  and  beyond. 
We  are  moving  ahead  full  steam  with  our  congregational  agenda, 
anticipating  exciting  and  thoughtful  spring  programming  that  will 
serve  to  strengthen  the  bonds  of  the  Park  Avenue  family. 

And  yet  no  matter  how  great  my  enthusiasm,  as  I  watch 
the  events  in  the  Middle  East  unfold,  I  find  myself  filled  with 
concern  for  our  extended  family  in  Israel.  Once  again  Israel  has 
responded  to  those  who  do  not  recognize  her  right  to  exist.  Once 


again  the  world  has  condemned  Israel’s  actions, 
oblivious  to  where  the  roots  of  the  aggression 
really  lie. 

So  too,  the  month  of  February  will  bring  with 
it  an  election  in  Israel.  As  if  Israel’s  condition 
isn’t  precarious  enough,  it  must  also  elect  new 
leadership  to  weather  the  present  storm.  I  my¬ 
self  am  anxious  to  get  to  Israel  during  election 
week  for  the  Rabbinical  Assembly  conference 
taking  place  in  Jerusalem.  Just  as  one  seeks  to 
be  present  when  a  loved  one  faces  a  momen¬ 
tous  turning  point,  I  am  looking  forward  to  being  in  Israel  as  she 
charts  out  her  future. 

I  would  like  to  think  that  each  of  us,  in  our  own  way,  is  active¬ 
ly  giving  expression  to  the  above  verse  from  Psalms.  Whether  it 
is  in  the  form  of  visits  to  Israel,  political  advocacy,  philanthropy 
or  otherwise,  we  should  all  be  putting  Israel  at  the  forefront  of 
our  thoughts.  We  should  be  learning  Hebrew,  studying  the  issues, 
speaking  out  and  doing  whatever  we  can  to  recall  Jerusalem  at 
every  hour.  The  joys  and  sorrows  of  our  lives  must  co-exist  with 
ongoing  concern  for  Israel.  Most  importantly,  I  hope  that  our 
community  creates  opportunities  not  only  by  which  may  we  have 
Israel  in  our  thoughts  but  also  in  our  manifold  deeds. 

The  words  of  the  Psalmist  are  particularly  resonant.

Gala.  We  honor  Amy  for  her  inspiring  work  and 
community  involvement  at  P.A.S.  for  almost  two 
decades,  culminating  in  being  Board  Chair  for  the  past  five  years. 

John  Quincy  Adams  wrote,  "If  your  actions  inspire  others  to 
dream  more,  leam  more,  do  more,  and  become  more,  you  are  a 
leader."  Whatever  historians  think  of  the  Adams  presidency,  he 
left  us  with  a  remarkable  commentary  that  describes  Amy's  lead¬ 
ership  skills  so  well. 

Through  her  tireless  devotion  to  the  synagogue  virtually  all 
areas  of  our  community  thrived.  More  volunteers  of  all  ages 
found  parts  of  synagogue  life  with  which  to  become  engaged, 
spurring  new  ideas  and  a  self-reinforcing  sense  of  community. 

Attendance  at  our  schools  set  new  records.  She  inspired  the 
creation  of  annual  themes  to  create  an  umbrella  of  learning  and 
programs.  She  allowed  others  to  create  the  programs,  such  as  the 
Shabbatons  with  world  renowned  speakers  and  musicians  that 
sparked  a  renewed  sense  of  belonging  to  P.A.S. 

Of  all  of  the  decisions  she  made  as  Chair,  I  recall  two  par¬ 
ticular  decisions  which  were  especially  courageous.  The  first  was 
to  plan  a  community  trip  to  Israel.  Today  that  decision  may  not 
appear  to  be  so  important  or  controversial.  But  let's  remember 
when  that  decision  was  made — in  2002,  when  Israel  was  engaged 
in  the  intifada  and  synagogues  around  the  United  States  were 


canceling  trips,  and  Israel  was  reeling  from  the 
murderous  attacks  and  its  tourist  economy  had 
been  decimated.  But  Amy  was  determined  to 
safely  and  thoughtfully  get  P.A.S.  to  demon¬ 
strate  how  important  Israel  is  to  our  community 
and  create  a  trip  of  a  lifetime  for  PAS  members. 
As  it  is  said,  "the  rest  is  history."  The  trip  was  an 
unbridled  success  and  so  popular  that  an  even 
larger  trip  occurred  again  a  few  years  later. 

The  second  decision — the  Torah  project — in 
one  master  stroke,  allowed  each  P.A.S.  member 
to  fulfill  the  613th  commandment  to  inscribe  a  sefer  Torah ,  bring 
generations  of  family  members  together  in  a  community  project, 
and  set  P.A.S.  on  strong  financial  footings.  The  idea  inspired  so 
many  volunteers  to  help  plan  the  program,  assist  in  schedules, 
make  development  calls,  and  plan  an  incredibly  memorable 
celebration  of  its  completion.  The  effort  drew  participation  from 
the  entire  spectrum  of  our  members,  and  will  not  be  forgotten  by 
anyone  who  inscribed  a  family  letter  in  the  Torah  we  read  each 
Shabbat.  What  a  gift! 

Amy  and  her  family  are  New  York  football  fans,  but  I  hope 
she  doesn't  mind  if  I  quote  Vince  Lombardi,  the  famous  coach, 
whose  name  is  on  the  trophy  raised  each  year  by  the  Super  Bowl 
winner.  "The  quality  of  a  person's  life  is  in  direct  proportion  to 
their  commitment  to  excellence,  regardless  of  their  chosen  field 
of  endeavor." 

Amy's  commitment  and  dedication  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
have  been  for  so  many  years  and  continue  to  be,  both  peerless 
and  inspiring  to  so  many,  including  me.  Her  life  has  been  a  bless¬ 
ing  to  so  many.
